Mrs. Fish spoke with dignity, yet with 


keen enthusiasm. 
.She said: 


"It is all a mistake—-the tradition that 


keeps a woman down and insists she is 
able to nil only one place—that of the do- 
mestic, the housekeeper. 
It Is a great 


mistake to insist that marriage is the 
<Snd and aim of existence. 
For centuries 


women have been taught that the great 
ambition of life wan to marry and settle 
down. 


"That is all wrong. 
A girl should be 


taught first to develop the best in herself, 
her mind. 
No -woman should be ashamed 


to be called an old maid. 
Far better be 


an old maid than marry a man who is not 
one's equal, one who is not companion- 
able. 


"So many girls and women commit the 


folly of marrying Inferior men simply be- 
cause they are afraid they will be rid- 
iculed If they remain single. 
It is absurd 


that a woman who does not marry before 
she is 30 should be considered an old 
maid. 


"The Idea of bringing girls out in so- 


ciety simply for the purpose of marrying 
them off Is vulgar. 
The entire education 


of women has been wrong. 
Tradition 


has hampered women. 
But above all | 


else', I believe women themselves are 
largely responsible ,for their own false 
position In the world." 


"How do you hold them responsible?" 


I asked. 


Her answer came promptly. 
- "Women do not stand by each other as 
mgn do. 
I eay most emphatically that If 


women the world over would unite and 
stand together in demanding their right- 
ful heritage the position of the sex would 
soon be very exalted. 


"But what flo we find in the present 


state? 
Women are quick to slander each 


other. /A woman is the first to pronounce 
Judgment against her sister. 
With man, 


just the opposite is true. 
Men stand by 


each other to the bitter end, 
I would 


urge women to unite to help one another." 


Mrs, Fish, during the course of our 


talk, made a remarkable assertion. 


"I would rather be a great actress or 


writer or artist than have all the wealth 
and social position I could command, be- 


! cause the woman with a profession has 
• achieved something; she lives a life of 


growth and power. 
It is power that 


counts and the development of one's in- 
dividuality. 
That is the greatest thing 


after all. 


"I sincerely believe that women can be 


wholly emancipated, intellectually, if they 
determine to improve themselves. 
It 


rests "with the Individual -woman entirely. 
J firmly believe a woman may become 
anything she wills to become. 
I believe 


the great force, the one eternal energy 
which we call God, is at the command of 
every human being. . Any women who 
has tt in her to progress can, by summon- 
ing this force to her aid, rise to any 
height she desires in this world. 


"Any woman may be what she -wills to 


be. 
You are what you make yourself 


No one can make, you what you are not 
If you have the force of ehacraoter with 
in yourself you can compel conditions t 


* serve you."

Joiive Van Heusen, immensely wealthy 
and a leader of society, and Mme. de

and the princess wilt fight the suit. 


A little chow dog is the cause of it all.

bead, of these dogs, their bright eyes, 
their beautiful long hair and their Intel- 
ligence make them favorites, especially

About three years ago Mrs. Van Heu- 


sen, whose horses had often taken rib- 
bons at shows, decided to take up the 
breeding of the dainty little chows. She 
entered into the new sport with all the 
enthusiasm she had shown in the breed- 
ing of her horses and, by sparing ^neither 
time nor expense, she made her kennels 
take high rank the first year. 


With her sister-in-law, Mrs. Charles 


R. Proctor, Mrs. Van Heusen came to 
be acknowledged as one of the leading 
amateur chow fanciers and breeders in 
the country, The dogs of Mrs. Van Heu- 
sen's kennels were seldom for sale, and 
then only to her intimate friends. 


Among the 
exhibitors of chows Mrs. 


Van Heusen took high rank and several 
champions came from her kennels. One 
of Mrs. Van Heusen's keenest rivals was 
Mme. 
de Mercy 
Argenteau, otherwise 


known as "Princess de Montgylon." 


Collies chiefly Interested the princess, 


though she did occasionally exhibit dogs 
In other classes, and with her collies she 
more than held her own at the bench 
shows. 
At several 
of the great 
dog 


shows in the East the 
princess made 


several entries in the classes for chows. 


As with the bulldog, or the collie, or 


the spaniel, so with the chow, there, are 


several points for which 
breeders es- 


.pecially strive. One of the most Import- 
ant of these is their color. The ideal or 
perfect 
chow is of a solid 
color, red, 


black, brown or some other color, the 
sa-me all over, except that the hind legs 
and the tips of 
the 'tails of the 
little 


chows should be a shade lighter than 
the rest of their body. There are many 
other points, but none of these has any- 
thing to do with this story. 


At Hartford, at Madison Square Gar- 


den and at Boston the Princess de Mont- 
gylon exhibited the sweetest, dearest lit- 
tle chow that had ever been seen, at a 
show. Entered under the name of Chin 
Chino, he seemed to meet every require- 
ment of an absolutely perfect chow. 


The entries of Mrs. Van Heueen, Mrs. 


Proctor and the other successful' exhibi- 
tors were forced by this wonderful little 
animal to take the minor honors. 
Re- 


gretful as they were, themselves, to be 
compelled to be satisfied with second 
and thirds, their 
admiration for Chin 


Chino was none the less sincere. 


But there was one man not so ready 


to admit tlte supremacy of Chin Chino. 
Charles MaeKechnie, the master of Mrs. 
Van Heusen's kennels, had been breed- 
ing dogs for years and had never yet 


seen one that was perfect. 
Perfect as 


Chin Chino appeared, MacKechnie was 
doubtful. 
He had observed Chin Chino 


closely at all the. shows where he had 
been exhibited. His legs, his -eyes, his 
tongue, all were perfect, and his color 
was so perfect as to be marvelous. Chin 
Chino was a beautiful red, so beautiful 
In fact that-.MacKechnle—to put it bru- 
tally—did not believe it wais real, It was 
altogether too perfect. 
v- 


But MacKechnie was careful. He did 


not rely upon "fiis own judgments but he 
sought the opinion of others. 
Men as 


competent as he was himself agreed that 
the dog was dyad. . At Hartford M&c- 
Kechnie had his 
doubts; 
at Madison 


Square Garden his doubts amounted al- 
most to a conviction, but at Boston he 
finally became positive that Innocent' lit- 
tle Chin Chino was masquerading uftder 
a coat of red dye. He communicated hts 
discovery to the master of Mrs. Proctor's 
stables and he appealed to Mr. Proctor, 
but the latter did'not care to authorize 
his man to make a complaint.

MacKechnie spoke to Mrs. Van Heusen 
and she tojd him, if he was positive, to 
protest the dog. 


MacKechnie did as he was told and 


the judges of the New England Kennel

Club, which was holding the show, dis- 
qualified little Chin Chino and awarded 
tue blue ribbon to Mrs. Van HeuSen's en- 
try. Princess de Montgylon appealed im- 
mediately to- the American Kennel Club, 
which is the central organization of all 
kennel clubs, and whether Chin Chino 
was dyed or not is the question that 
body will have to decide. 


But the matter did not end there. 
In a paper devoted to f^gs and their 


owners an anonymous letter appeared, in 
which it was charged that Chin Chino 
was dyed and 
that the judges should 


have discovered It. 
A week later this 


was answered by the princess as follows: 


"To the Editor:—The brief note under 


the 
heading "Dyed 
Dogs and Doped 


Judges," on May 4, signed "Anon," while 
In one sense satisfactory in this way, 
that It does me the justice to show that 
I had no knowledge of, by whom or how 
my dog Chin Chino was dyed, it is now, 
however, as it seems to" me, a question 
for the N. E. K. C. (New England Ken- 
nel Club) to answer, "Who dyed the 
dog?"

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—There is a great 


delitflit In fandom over the knowledge 
that Roger QBresnahan has not lost his 
nerve as a batter and that he has many 
mpre.yea^p of usefulness in the National 
League, 


When Roger faced Andy Coakley, the 


same pitcher who laid him out a month 
flgro, the baseball world was anxious. 


Up to that time practically every bat- 


ter who had been seriously Injured by a 
pitched ball had' been ruined as a val- 
uable hitter the remainder of Ills base- 
ball days, says Bozeman Bulger. 


Bresnahan proved the exception to the 


rule, which haa/held good for a quarter 
of & century. He faced Ooakley without 
the least sign of-fear of "bat shyness,1' 
and on two occasions laced the ball out 
hard and clean for singles, 
He proved 


that he had not lost his nerve. In rib 
Instance did he pull away from the 
plate.

Prof. Mclaughlin 


Talks of Billiards 


Professor IfdAughUn, who recently 


won a billiard gam* from Hoppe, has 
just been interviewed upon the subject 
of "winter billiards." Among other things 
be uald: 


"Th* time ha* not yet come for drop- 


ping the 11-2 plsy. It is a beautiful 
gam*, susceptible of much higher devel- 
opment than it has yet attained, and a 
game of MHIards should not b* relegated 
to th* past until it has been more neitr- 
ly exhausted than this one has. Nobody 
has yet become so proficient in it as to 
born an audience by excessively long 
runs. 
I do not doubt that somebody 


may run a game out one of these days, 
but let us wait at least until somebody 
does so before throwing out a play that. 
has so many still undeveloped possibili- 
ties. 


"The mere fact that one man In a 


match game and another in a practice 
game have made averages of 100 is not 
a sufficient- reason. 
Straight 
billiards 


was superseded by the balk line game be- 
cause the experts had reached a point 
where by rail nursing, hi which on* shot 
was much Ilk* another, th*y play until 
they and the audience w*r* tired. Why, 
men could make 2000 or 4000 points at 
that game before It was dropped. Of 
course, that would bore an audlene*. But 
nothing of that kind has happened In the 
18-J gam*. Th* longest run ever made 
at it was not tn the least tiresome to 
watch. 
'1 should nruch rather see the 18-2 
gasa* improved than dropped, and to this 
end I would suggest that the balls b* 
spotted every time they freeze. 
This 


would make the gam* a llttl* mor* Open 
beeaus* players would b* much mor* 
cartful then not to freese than they are 
now when they can save their positions 
by hanking' or making masse shots from 
the unfrosen object ball.

LONDON, Aug. 10.— The picture which 
Sir Laurence Alma-Tadema . was unable 
to flnlsh in. time for the exhibition of 
the .Royal Academy has now beeri com- 
pleted. It Is in a Bond street gallery 
and Is a canvas five feet long, In which 
the artist presen-ts a tableau desig-ned, 
he says, to visualize the bravery and 
luxury of Rome at its height and to 
sum up the knowledge of Roman life 
arid , civilization he has acquired during 
years, of study. 
The period Is that of Septlmius Bever- 
us, the lather of Caracalla and Geta, 
ami the picture takes its names from 
these sons. 
The tableau assumes the form of a 
festival in the Colosseum, and contains 
2ciX) distinct flgtires. According to a de- 
scription furnished by an admiring critic, 
the central figures are the members of 
the Imperial family grouped behind a 
marble colonnade and looking oil the 
arena at a tournament of bear baiting. 
CAREFULLY FINISHED. 
The eye rests flrst on the central fig- 
ures, all finished to the finger nail, then 
It leaps upward through columnary In- 
tervals to the furthest recess of the 
galleries, where the dense shadows are 
deepened by the glow from the awning 
of rose-colored cloth. 
The distant fig- 
ures are dim and minute of necessity, 
but. they are painted ' with 
marvelous 
flnlsh. 
The characterization Is equally mag- 
nificent. One of the most striking things 
in the picture Is the figure of Caracalla, 
the tyrant who slew Hervius for fun, 
decreed the massacre of Alexandria be- 
cause time hung .heavy on his hands, 
and slew his younger brother In their 
mother's arms.

disturbance. Picketing has been forbid-den by Police Chief Schuet- 
tier. If strikers attempt to interfere with non-union men^to try to 
persuade them, they are to be arrested as vagrants, 
Associated Press to Suffer 


Brandes Hall will be the scene of action tomorrow. First there 


•will be a vote as to whether the operators of the Associated Press 
are to* quit. They have a multitude of grievances. 
About 500 are 


employed in the United States. They, have long hours and small 
pay. A general strike seems positive. The wire chiefs of the long- 
distance telephones are to vote also. With these men out, Chicago 
will be paralyzed. 


After the wire chiefs and the Associated Press committees have 


finished, there will be held a general union meeting of the executive 
committees. There is to be a demand for an increase of salary from 
brokers leasing wires. These operators, so claim, union officials, are 
underpaid. The demand on the Postal and the Western Union will 
be for an eight-hour day, fifteen per cent increase in pay, the com- 
panies to furnish typewriters and to show no discrimination because 
of sex. The women must be treated as men when salaries are con- 
sidered. '

Operators Ground Wires 


In Ohio, Indiana and New York, through which trunk lines pass,

Union offices had struck because one of their number had been dis- 
charged for refusing to take a message from a non-union man. Be- 
fore the operators could leave the room the manager is said to have 
capitulated and to have reinstated the operator.

STEWART FAILS TO END THE STRIKE 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 10^—Special Agent Etfeelbert Stewart, 


of the Department of Commerce and Labor, acting as mediator be- 
tween the striking telegraph operators and the Western Union offi- 
cials, has bailed to effect a settlement of the strike. At 8 o'clock to- 
night a vote was taken on the final proposition of the company, 
which was unanimously, rejected. 


Having failed to gain their first demands-'-that Operator J. E. 


Ryan be reinstated andl the other operators and chiefs who walked 
out Wednesday be given their old position* and salaries—the oper- 
ators tonight presented an ultimatum demanding an eight-hour day, 
free typewriters, a maximum salary of $100 and a minimum salary of 
$65 and recognition of the union. These -dtemands practically em- 
body the ^demands- of the operators of the entire country. 


An engineering committee was appointed at the meeting tonight 


for the purpose of finding way* and means by which the striking 
operators will be able 'to make a living in positions outside of tele- 
graph offices.

"My eggs are tfot all in one basket by any means,", he continued. 


"A good deal of nonsense is printed every now and then about my 
having captured all the railroads of the country or having monopo- 
lized this or that. The truth is that I figure as an investor and 
stockholder rather than as a proprietor. But any, depression of 
business is likely to mean a loss of values to me. 


"The groceryman may not feel it if the coal business is dead 


or the wheat-growers suffer if the railroads lose, but the man with 
wider interests feels every phase of depression. I do not mean that 
I am in the grocery or coal or wheat business, but I am using this- 
illustration. 
Is Anxious for Good Times 


"It is a fact that hardly any, sort of business can experience dull 


times without loss to me. It should be plain, then, that I have the 
best right to be anxious for good times all around. Would I permit, 
then, any harm to come to any line of business if I could help it? ^ 


"I am harnessed to a cart in which the people ride," continued 


Rockefeller. "Whether I like it or not, I must work for the rest. 
I cannot shirk responsibility if I would. I do not complain of this. 
I am willing to draw my share of the load as long as I am able. 
His Load Becomes Heavier 


"The first step I took meant obligating myself to workingtnen, 


who henceforward looked to me for employment, and investors 
who put in their money and looked to me for results. At every step 
forward the load was heavier. The workingmen numbered a few 
score at first, then a few hundreds, then thousands. There was a 
similar increase in the number of investors who could hold me to 
account. While I worked for 
myself I had to work for them, 


whether or not. 


"Today, retired from active business, retired, that is, from busii 


ness for myself, the capital I have invested makes work for thon* 
sands, and opens opportunities for other thousands to place their 
savings profitably. No man with money can escape this responsi- 
bility or loosen this yoke from his neck. 
Says He Is a Mere Servant 


"We are servants and not masters, we who are or have been 


engaged in large business affairs. It is to our vital interest that 
the country prosper; that the people prosper. They can destroy 
us, or our business, or at least destroy, our power of serving them. 
We would probably suffer the least. 


"The richest man can eat but three meals a day, and it does not 


take a fortune to dress very well, indeed, or to provide real luxuries 
in living. The men who have acquired the largest fortunes have 
not pursued wealth, but business success. Had they desired money? 
they would have stopped far short of spending their lives, as they 
have, in the struggle that is not theirs. 
_, 


"The ambition of every man to provide well for his family can 


be settled far short of the point reached by big men of the industrial 
world of today. But they continue to toil at their desks because 
they love achievement, for the keen delight in creating where noth- 
ing was, and some time, I believe, people will be convinced that they 
are toiling for love of country as well."

As an abstract proposition the liability 
f employets tor tae Jives and welfare ot 
heir men has become nrmly imbedded 
n law, but m its practical application

•r less injustice. When Congress 
he Employers' Liability act 
enlarging 
he scope of emplojera, it undoubtedly 
lad in mind the railroads and the Urge 
employers of labor. .Modern industry flae 
>ecome a vast mill in which iifa, along 
with labor, is converted into utilities. The 
necrology of raJlroadja ie matter Of com- 
mon comment, and that oi great indus- 
rles, like the Plttsburg steel industry, 
or instance, IB almost equally teiMfy- 
ng Nevertheless, it is as certain as any- 
hmg can be that a large proportion of 
\ccidents can be traded 'to causes for 
viilch the employers are not responsiblo 
tnd which their utmost endeavors would 
ail to prevent. 
In the tremendous nacrlflcm of human 
ife with its economic drain and social 
distress, theie is reason enough for plftc- 
ng: the burden of responsibility eo heav- 
lv upon tho shoulders of the large em- 
ployers that they will be forced to go to 
svery length to secure safety appliances 
md methods for the reduction of the mor- 
ality records. But in the last analysis 
. man must be held largely accountable 
or his own actions, even when these ro- 
sult in misfortune while in the service 
of another.

in the state has never yielded the com- 
pany a profitable revenue. 
Herrin 


recently laid the foundation for th* 
proposed legal battle by enjoining the 
*tate authorities In the federal district 
court at Carson from putting the re- 
duced freight tariff Into effect. 


BIG REDUCTIONS. 


The tariff reduces th* maximum 


first-class freight rat* from 20 cents 
a ton p«r mile down to 8 cents, and 
makes the rate on class two 7.4 cents; 
class three, «.4 cents; class four, 6,£ 
cents; clasa five, .4.« cents: clans A, 
•l.< cents; class B, 3.C cents; class C, 
3.1 cents; class D. 9.7 cents; class S, 
J.7 cents. In addition not more than 
half a cent a ton a roll* can be 
charged for hauling rough stone. Iron 
are, limestone, etc., and ores worth 
J20 a ton, 1 cent a ton a mil*. 


Ther* are also seven different rates 


for or** of different values, tho** 
worth 11600 a ton being 2 cents a ton 
it mile. Furthermore, the newly cre- 
ated state railroad commission can 
vary rat** lower than those named in 
th* law tusd*r certain conditions, a*d 
rate* so nan*4 must remain tn»>ftect 
If complained of until final determina- 
tion by th* courts.

Its usefulness as a road vehicle is being impaired, however, by 


reckless speeding. The annals of the stricken city show that not a 


, day passes without auto accidents from high speeding being re- 


corded. Public sentiment is beginning to revolt against it, and 
the public protest against it because the reckless speeding indulged 
by chauffeurs are multiplying. We are, consequently, drifting fast 
to that point where drastic remedies must be applied or the use of 
the machine on the public streets and highways positively forbidden. 


The latter proposition; is not desirable, but speed, control of the 


machines is imperative in the interest of public safety. City and 
county ordinances regulating the rate of »p*eed are ineffective. 
Chauffeurs take pride in violating them. Most of the owners of 
anto® 'become so speed crazy that they are unconscious of the rate 
they are traveling. Any old speed attained finally seems to be slow. 
It is the same tendency that is developing on the railroads. The 
age is insane on the question of rapid transit, and the earth will- 
soon be moving too slowly on its axis and along its orbit to suit 
humankind. 


Local ordinances proving unavailing to regulate speed, it is 


^ fast developing that State and local laws will have to be adopted 


regulating the gearing of the machines themselves so as to make it 


, impossible to drive them over the common roadways at a rate of 
^ speed higher than one of knovtn safety. When we have statutes 
* and ordinances prohibiting JfTg-h-ge-aring and fixing its limit at a 
^ speed of absolute safety, the automobile will occupy the place as a 


road vehicle to which it is entitled -when not abused, and the sooner 
that is done the better for everybody concerned.

Is Located fci Santa 
Susanna 


Mountains and Contains Many 


Indian Relics. 


LOS ANGELES, .Aug. 10—The larg: 


est and probably the most remarkable 
cave in the West has been discovered 
In the Santa Susanna mountains, about 
fifty miles from this city, by Arthur 
Coleman and Walter Johns, of Phoenix, 
who have arrived here and 
reported 


their find. They were prospecting for 
gold in the little-frequented region, and 
camo accidentally upon an opening, 
which they entered. They explored for 
rnlles, they say, but found no end. 
The cave consists of passages, many 


wide, but as a rule rathar narrow, w 1th 
high roofs. The passages connect large 
halls, 
some 
containing 
over 
an 
acre of floor Bpaoe, thickly studied on 
floor and ceiling with stalagmites (and 
stalactites, the two caverns running to 
gather, forming a stftlactitlo column. 
In some halls the atategmites are so 
thickly scattered on the floors that it 
Is difficult to force a passage, while 
in others, pathways free from obstruc- 
tions are found leading from one paa- 
sag» to another.

Prof. Ross Takes Issue With Roosevelt 


MADISON, Wls., Aug. 10.—Taking 


issiie with President Roosevelt on the 
desirability of raising targe families, 
Profe»sor Edward A. ROBB, hemd of 
the •ociology department of the Wis- 
consin state university, haa told his 
clan that "Reatrictton In the birth 
rate is a raorement which at the bot- 
tom Is salutary and that CTils in its 
train appear to be minor or transient 
or eelf-Ilmltlng or curable/' 


Prof. ROBS wa* lecturing on "West- 


ern Civilization and Birth Rate," and 
hla discourse caused a distinct stir 
among the students of sociology, phy- 
sicians, and others attracts* by the un- 
usual character of hla subject. His ad- 
vanced attitude on eome sociological 
questions brought him into prominence 
several years ago, when he was • mem- 
ber of the faculty of Stanford univer- 
sity and later when he was a member 
of the faculty of the University.of Ne- 
bra^ka. Professor ROM la himself the 
father of three children. 


WHAT ROSS SAYS. 


Forecasting "retardation in the nu- 


plee/', Prof. Ross said: 


"A phenomenon so widespread and 


striking is a challenge to the tyro 
and fanatic, and hence tall manner of 
silly, 
cheap, or partial explanation* 
compete for public credence. Some ati 
tribute it to physiological sterility In- 
duced by alcoholism and high' pres- 
sure, forgetting that the child crop 
of thto sober rural communities is often 
scantier than that of the Intemperate, 
mining or Industrial towns, and that 
the falling off in tho birth rate seems 
due to the smaller size of families ra- 
ther than to a greater frequency of 
childless couples. 
. ' 
"With the wiping out of sharp class 
lines inherited standards of living lose 
their grip. 
Wants and taitee once 


confined 
to the social elite spread 
reslstlepaly downward and infect the 
masses. Tidal waves of imitation car- 


ry a craving for luxuries, hitherto look- > 
ed upon as the prerogative of the rich,, 
among 
millions of people of limited 
means, and these, in their endeavor to 
gratify their newly awakened wants, 
learn to economize In offspring The 
little 
stranger trenches on raiment, 
bric-a-brac, upholstery, travel, and en- 
tertainment. Here are decencies, there 
comforts, yonder .refinements, and the 
vanities of life compete with the pos- 
sible child and bar It from existence, 
i "Our age f lories most In that science 
and technique are able to develop re- 
sources to meet the demands of a 
swelling population. Ought we pot ra- 
ther glory In the. fact that the civilisa- 
tion wrought out within the memory 
of living men is the first that ever 
really solved on a great scale the pro- 
blem of painlessly equilibrating popula- 
tion to resource? 


"The latter day occidental has solv- 
ed the riddle of the sphinx, and has been 
able to do it because of being demo- 
cratic, Individualistic, secular, and en- 
lightened." 
EXPECTS OPPOSITION TO VIEW. 
After declaring that restriction In 
the birth rate was salutaryr Prof. Ross, 
anticipating widespread . opposition to 
such an assertion, added: 
• 
"I shall have against :me mystics, 
clerics, a priori moralists, sentimenta- 
lists, esthetics, militarists, capitalists, 
and politicians; but nevertheless I take 
my stand with those who hate famine, 
war, saber toothed competition, class 
antagonism, degradation of the masses, 
wasting of children, dwarfing of wo- 
men, and cheapening of men." 
In a recent speech Prof. Rosa took 
the ground that .the day probably would 
come when mothers would be pension- 
ed by the community. Today his only 
allusion to that theory was this: 
"Shall we live to see a mother of 
more than three regarded as a public 
benefactor and placed on the pay roll 
of the state?" 
WILL AS PREVENTIVE FACTOR. 
Another theory advanced by Prof. 
Rosa today which possibly will draw a 
rejoinder Is aa follows: 
"In the face of the hobby riders, I 
maintain that the cauae of shrinkage in 


fecundity lies in the 'human^wlll as in- 
fjuenced by -certain factors which have 
thair roots deep ^n the civilization of 
our times." 
All of which, when placed with other 
statements in the course, of his lecture,, 
gees to support the theory that the rise 
or fall ol the birth rate among the ul- 
tra civilized Is largely a matter of in- 
dividual volition^—that the will may bo 
used as a "preventive" measure. 
Prof. ' Rosa declared he saw reason 
to oppose the sensational attitude of 
those who."view with alarm" the ap- 
parently Increasing tendency to steril- 
ity."The 
growing spirit of democracy," 
he eald, "affects, to a large extent, th« 
birth rate. A large family of children 
is considered by many to be a bar to 
social and economic advancement. The 
evidences are that the emancipation of 
women, opening to her many profes- 
sional and-industrial careers, raises her 
value and weight in the marriage part- 
nership and causes the heavy physio- 
logical ' and personal cost of excessive 
maternity to be more considered by the 
husband, as well as by the wife. 
"Decay of religious beliefs is a strong 
factor in the restriction of the birth 
rate. Parents who 'trust In providence' 
and hold, with Luther, that God makes 
childrejk and that he will provide for 
them, ire rare nowadays. Tho strug- 
gle of women to realize individuality 
has obliged her to rebel against her 
biblical status and spurn the counsel 
of submission to the curse of Eve." 


Texas Statute Separating Races 


in Street Cars Has Gone Into 


Effect. 


OTTER IvAKID, Mich.. Aug. 10.—Thrle 
of the recently enacted "Jim Crow" law, 
effective since July 32. 1ms been -watched 
with considerable interest In Galveston, 
both by the citizens and the management 
of the 
Galveston 
Electric 
company, 
which Operates the street car system. 
This Jaw requires that there shall be 
separate compartments In the street cars 
for whites and blacks just aa there are 
separate compartments in passenger rail- 
way trains for white people and for col- 
ored people. 
The law is not very generally under- 
stood, and some people of both races are 
wondering' as to their rights under tho 
law. As understood by Manager Cooper, 
the two compartments In the cars are 
separate and distinct, and people of one 
race are not allowed to invade the com- 
partments of the other race, it make* 
no difference whether there are vacant 
seats in both compartments or In only 
one compartment. For 4nstance, if there 


are more white people than enough to 
nil all seats oh the car the whites, un- 
der the law, are not permitted to enter 
and occupy seats In the compartment 
for negroes. 
As a rule the cars hav,« 
been so divided in compartments ae to 
make the rear seat of the car the com- 
partment for negroes and the oth«r seats 
in 
front 
the 
compartment for whit* 
people. On some of the linos, such as 
the Denver beach line and the Twenty- 
ninth and Thirty-seventh 
street 
lino, 
two seats have been sot aside In the 
rear of the ear for the colored compart- 
ment. It is believed that under this sep- 
arate compartment law the negroes have 
a right to demand a seat In the colored 
compartment and to require that 
no 
white person occupy a seat in that com- 
partment. 
The samo of course applies 


r.o the compartment for whites. 
The signs which Indicate the separa- 
tion of the comportments are movable, 
and can be placed at «.ny point along th» 
sides of the car.

County .School, .Superintendent 


^Will Try to Get Apportion- 


ment to Meet Increases. 


Although the school census of Atameda 


County has'increased'about 23 .1-3 or GO 
per cent above that of two years ago, the 
apportionment of school' funds 
has. if 


anything, been decreased despite'the fact 
that wifhln the- last year tho daily at- 
tendance • In the ' schools all over 
the 


county, in cities, town and country dis- 
tricts has gone up about 25 per cent. 
The State apportionment this year Js 
about 913,000 less than that of 1906. 
This fa explained by the- State authori- 
ties because of the failure to collect poll 
taxes during'the panic and disordered 
times immediately after tti* April, 1906, 
earthquake when poll taxes, or any other 
taxes, were uncountable. The heavy 
loss sustained then w»s "later felt by - the 
tho schools of the State, and particularly 
In this county this year. \ 


Last year the school apportionment for 


.Alameda 
County amounted to about 


$370,000. 
County 
Superintendent 
of 


Schools Crawford asked'- for a- rate of 
about 27'4 cents. 
This the Board of 


Supervisors increased-to $» cents and the 
amount of the .apportionment from this 
raise was not fonnu too much to pay 
school claims.
